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HOUSE  ACCOMMODATION: 

During  the  past  year  there  have  been  many  new  houses  built 
and  there  are  still  several  new  streets  being  rapidly  formed. 

The  increase  in  the  number  of  inhabited  houses  is  29.  This 
increase,  however,  does  not  account  for  the  many  new  houses  which 
have  been  built  and  are  occupied  by  tenants  migrating  from  older 
tenements,  which  in  some  oases  are  now  vacant  or  pulled  down. 

There  are  still  many  clusters  of  old  houses  which  are  very 
near  the  time  when  they  should  be  condemned  as  unfit  for  human 
habitation.  In  some  of  these,  notably  the  cottages  called  Stetts, 
the  fire  risk  is  most  grave.  Should  suoh  a catastrophe  oocur 
at  night,  nothing  could  prevent  a loss  of  life. 

The  old  fashioned  hand-flushed  hopper  pans  in  the  W.C’s 
exist  still  in  many  cottages,  and  when  the  occupants  (as  often 
happen*)  are  careless,  the  pans  are  filthy  in  the  extreme. 

In  company  with  the  Surveyor,  I have  visited  several  premises: 

The  Shed  occupied  by  Mr.  Arnold  in  Castle  Street  and  used 
as  a blacksmith’s  shop  was  found  in  a very  dirty  condition?  four 
men  who  had  been  allowed  to  sleep  there  on  filthy  varminif erous

On  April  23rd  the  Pig-styes  at  Mr.  Richardson’s  Poultry  Pam 
were  inspected  and  found  to  be  too  near  to  Dwelling  houses  (60  ft.) 
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without  drainage,  utterly  unsanitary,  and  unsuitable  in  construc- 
tion, The  matter  was  rectified, 

October  7th,  by  q request  of  the  Occupiers  I inspected  the 
premises  Nos.  5,  7,  9 and  11,  Park  Street,  and  found  the  drainage 
in  the  baok  yards  very  defective.  No  adequate  fall  is  possible 
for  the  sewer,  as  the  road  (Park  Street)  runs  parallel  to  the 
river  and  is  level.  At  high  tides  the  yards  and  W.C*s  are  flooded 
from  the  sewers.  The  matter  is  difficult  to  deal  with  and  is 
under  the  consi  derat  ion  of  this  Council.  There  is  a prospect  of 
a new  road  being  constructed  which  may  make  it  possible  to  reotify 
the  drainage. 

On  October  29th,  in  company  with  the  Surveyor,  I inspected 
two  cottages  called  l,3tetts"  in  Church  Path.  They  are  old,  ill 
constructed  tenements  with  narrow  winning  stairs,  and  in  case  of 
fire  very  dangerous. 

Also  we  inspected  two  cottages  off  Castle  Street,  at  the  back 
of  the  Livery  Stables.  These  have  been  condemned,  but  the  owner

SEWAGE  AND  DRAINAGE: 

The  Main  Sewer  empties  into  the  River  Medina  at  the  Floating 

Bridge  below  low  water  mark. 

The  surface  water  empties  into  the  river  from  the  sea  wall  near 
the  same  place. 

The  sewage  is  absolutely  untreated. 

In  view  of  a possible  new  road  running  from  the  corner  of  Park 

fK2  (i 

Street  in  York  Avenue  to  the  Floating  Bridge,  it  is  possible  that 
certain  portions  of  the  town  may  be  better  drained. 
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A case  of  Scarlet  Fever  having  been  r eported  at  the  Cemetery 
Lodge,  on  inspection  I found  that  the  W.C.  was  an  inadequate 
earth  closet,  the  soil  being  buried  in  the  allotment  ground. 

Upon  ay  report,  it  being  impossible  to  connect  with  the 
sewers,  a septic  tank  emptying  into  the  river  has  been  constructed.

HOUSE  REFUSE: 

House  Refuse  is  collected  under  n contract  with  Mr. Knighton 
and  removed  out  of  the  District  to  his  farm. 

The  horrible  heap  of  refuse  has  been  removed  to  the  same 
place  from  the  Reoreation  Ground  in  Victoria  Grove. 

The  matter  of  a Destructor  is  still  under  consideration, 
and  it  is  to  be  hoped  will  so  on  be  corns  an  accomplished  fact.  The 
present  system  of  carting  all  manner  of  stinking-  house  refuse 
about  the  streets  at  all  hours  is  to  be  r egretted,  and  the  danger- 
ous material,  although  it  leaves  this  District,  is  only  carted 
els  ©srhere.

There  have  been  28  cases  of  Diphtheria. 

On  November  4th  I visited  the  National  Schools,  and  there 
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being  several  children  absent  through  Diphtheria,  and  the 
disease  being  very  prevalent  in  the  neighbouring  town  of  Cowes, 

I advised  the  Educational  Department  to  close  the  schools. 

I found  the  schools  badly  in  need  of  repainting,  white- 
washing and  cleansing;  and  the  managers  at  once  put  the  matter 
in  hand  and  had  them  put  into  good  order. 

The  schools  remained  closed  by  my  request  until  December  2, 
the  various  Sunday  School  authorities  co-operating. 
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It  is  to  be  much  regretted  that  the  Council  do  not  adopt 
the  extended  list  of  infectious  diseases  for  compulsory  notifi- 
cation. 

The  mortality  from  Measles  is  as  serious  as  from  Scarlet 

Fever. 

At  the  present  moment  X have  no  means  of  knowing  where 
Measles,  Whooping  Cough,  Chicken  Pox  and  the  optional  diseases 
ar*e  occurring. 

The  notifications  of  Diphtheria  come  in  tardily,  partly 
owing  to  the  difficulty  in  diagnosis.  Some  medical  men  notify 
practically  all  suspicious  sore  throats  as  Diphtheria,  whilst 
others  only  notify  well  pronounced  oases. 

There  is  some  excuse  for  householders  strongly  objecting 
to  notification,  as  nractically  nothing  is  done  to  isolate  the 
disease.  We  have  no  Infectious  Hospital,  nor  any  Disinfector 
for  infected  clothes  and  bedding.  The  occupied  rooms  are 
treated  with  F ormalin,  but  in  small  cottages,  where  by  far  the 
greatest  number  of  infectious  diseases  occur,  isolation  is  an 
impossibility,  the  mothers  having  to  nurse  the  children  and 
attend  to  household  duties  at  the  same  time.  The  half  dry  rag 
supposed  to  be  soaked  in  disinfectant  which  is  occasionally  hung 
over  the  door  Of  the  room  is  of  very  small  practical,  use. 
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awing  to  the  inability  of  disinfecting  clothes  and  bedding- 
one  is  constantly  rinding  a recrudes oence  of  the  given  disease 
in  the  same  cottage. 

Now  there  is  some  prosnect  of  an  Isolation  hospital  for 
the  Island,  it  Is  earnestly  to  be  hoped  that  the  various  towns 
will  co-operate  with  each  other  in  tills  matter. 

Whilst  regretting  the  closure  of  the  schools  for  such  long 
periods,  I feel  convinced  that  it  was  the  only  wise  course,  and 
I am  sure  it  helped  materially  to  check  the  spread  of  the  late 
epidemic  of  Diphtheria. 

We  have  been  singularly  lucky  in  having  no  deaths  from  that 
disease,  although  some  cases  have  been  severe;  but  it  should  be 
remembered  that  the  mortality  rate  for  the  country  is  40  per 

cent. 

Before  leaving  this  subject,  I Should  like  again  to  accen- 
tuate our  need  for  an  Isolation  Hospital  accommodation,  and  to 
point  out  that  a large  central  hospital  is  the  only  efficient 
way  of  meeting  that  need.  Numbers  of  small  hospitals  - one  to 
each  little  town  - are  ineffective,  inasmuch  as  they  can  only 
accommodate  one  disease  at  a time,  and  they  may  be  all  blocked 
with  one  •disease. 

Owing  to  the  general  prevalence  of  Diphtheria,  Measles  and 
Chicken  Pox  in  the  surrounding  districts,  it  is  impossible  for 
me  to  give  an  opinion  as  to  their  source. 

I do  not  think  the  milk  or  water-supply  have  had  anything 
to  do  with  it.  The  Diphtheria  cases  have  not  been  supplied 
by  any  given  Dairy.

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NOTES  TO  TABLES  IYT.  AND  V. 


(a)  In  Table  IV.,  all  deaths  of  “ Residents  ” occurring  in  public  institutions,  whether  within  or 

without  the  district,  are  lo  be  included  with  the  other  deaths  in  the  columns  for  the 
several  age  groups  (columns  2-8).  They  are  also,  in  columns  9-15,  to  be  included  among 
the  deaths  in  their  respective  “Localities”  according  to  the  previous  addresses  of  the 
deceased  as  given  by  the  Registrars.  Deaths  of  “ Non-residents  ” occurring  in  public 
institutions  in  the  district  are  in  like  manner  to  be  excluded  from  columns  2-8  and  9-15  of 
Table  IV. 

( b ) See  notes  on  Table  I.  as  to  the  meaning  of  “Residents  ” and  “ Non-residents,”  and  as  to  the 

“ Public  Institutions  ” to  be  taken  into  account  for  the  purposes  of  these  Tables.  The 
“ Localities  ” in  Table  IV.  should  be  the  same  as  those  in  Tables  II.  and  III. 

(e)  All  deaths  occurring  in  public  institutions  situated  within  the  district,  whether  of 
“ Residents  ” or  of  “ Non-residents,”  are,  in  addition  to  being  dealt  with  as  in  note  (a),  to 
be  entered  in  the  last  column  of  Table  IV.  The  total  number  in  this  column  should 
equal  the  figures  for  the  year  in  column  9,  Table  I. 

( d ) The  total  deaths  in  the  several  “ Localities  ” in  columns  9-15  of  Table  IV.  should  equal  those 
for  the  year  in  the  same  localities  in  Table  II,,  sub-columns  c.  The  total  deaths  at  all 
ages  in  column  2 of  Table  IV.  should  equal  the  gross  total  of  columns  9-15,  and  the  figures 
for  the  year  in  column  12  of  Table  I. 

*(e)  Under  the  heading  of  “Diarrhoea”  are  to  be  included  deaths  registered  as  due  to  Epidemic 
diarrhoea,  Epidemic  enteritis,  Infective  enteritis,  Zymotic  enteritis,  Summer  diarrhoea, 
Dysentery  and  Dysenteric  diarrhoea,  Choleraic  diarrhoea,  Cholera  and  Cholera  Nostras. 

In  addition,  and  as  regards  deaths  of  children  under  one  year  of  aye,  under  the  heading 
“ Diarrhoea  ” in  column  3 (Table  IV.)  are  to  be  included  all  deaths  classified  as  “ Diarrhoea! 
diseases  ” in  Table  V. 

Under  the  heading  of  “ Enteritis  ” in  Table  IV.,  are  to  be  included  only  deaths  over  one  year 
of  age  registered  as  due  to  Enteritis,  Muco-enteritis,  Gastro-enteritis,  Gastric  catarrh, 
Gastritis,  and  Gastro-intestinal  catarrh,  unless  from  information  obtained  by  enquiry  from 
the  certifying  practitioner  or  otherwise,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  should  have  reason 
for  including  such  deaths,  under  the  specific  term  “ Diarrhoea.”  Deaths  from  diarrhoea 
secondary  to  some  other  well-defined  disease  should  be  included  under  the  latter. 

(/)  Under  the  headings  of  “ Cancer”  and  “ Puerperal  fever  ” should  be  included  all  registered 
deaths  from  causes  comprised  within  these  general  terms.  Thus  : Under  “ Cancer  ” should 
be  included  deaths  from  Cancer,  Carcinoma,  Malignant  disease,  Scirrhus,  Epithelioma, 
Sarcoma,  Villous  tumour,  and  Papilloma  of  bladder,  Rodent  ulcer.  Under  “ Puerperal 
Fever  ” are  to  be  included  deaths  from  Pyaemia,  Septicaemia,  Sapraemia,  Pelvic  peritonitis, 
Peri-  and  Endo-Metritis  occurring  in  the  Puerperium. 

( g ) Under  “ Congenital  Defects  ” in  Table  V.  are  to  be  included  deaths  from  Atelectasis, 
Icterus  neonatorum,  Navel  haemorrhage,  Malformations  and  Congenital  hydrocephalus. 

(7t)  Under  “ Tuberculous  Meningitis  ” are  to  be  included  deaths  from  Acute  hydrocephalus. 

( i ) Under  “ Other  Tuberculous  Diseases  ” are  to  be  included  deaths  from  Tuberculosis, 

Tuberculosis  of  bones,  joints  and  other  organs,  Lupus  and  Scrofula. 

( j)  All  deaths  certified  by  registered  Medical  Practitioners  and  all  Inquest  cases  are  to  be  classed 

as  “ Certified  all  other  deaths  are  to  be  regarded  as  “ Uncertified.” 


In  recording  the  facts  under  the  various  headings  of  Tables  I.,  IT.,  III.,  IV.  and  V.,  attention 
has  been  given  to  the  notes  on  the  Tables.

* As  regards  infantile  diarrhoea  and  Table  V.,  it  will  suffice  if  Medical  Officers  of  Health,  who  have  already 
tabulated  deaths  of  1906  in  accordance  with  the  schedule  of  the  Incorporated  Society  of  Medical  Officers  of  Health, 
enter  all  deaths  under  one  year  that  they  regard  as  due  to  diarrhoea  under  the  single  heading  “ Diarrhoea, 
all  forms.” 

This  having  been  done,  it  will  be  necessary  that  the  entry  against  “Diarrhoea”  in  column  3 of  Table  IV. 
should  tally  with  the  sum  of  deaths  under  “ Diarrhoea,  all  forms.”  entered  in  the  final  column  of  Table  V.
